A PLAYED OUT AIR. 

The government organ is a model 
instrument, indeed — but it plays only 
one tune. Here nra its piasters accus- 
ed of stupidity, -ignorance and inibecili 
ty j neglect of duty and habitual lazi- 
mas;. oppressiveneos, unfairness and 
vindictiveness (vide A. E. H.'s letter in 
the'Standyrd) and their organ attempts 
neithor. defence nor explanation, but 
grinds out the old, old air of llie "Grit 
Bogey." The truth of every charge is 
admitted ; tho " terrible confusion of 
mind" with which Mr. Justice Gray 
intimated in one of "his judgments 
the attorney-general is afflicted; the 
smash-up of- the House through the 
lapse of the prorogation proclamation ; 
and the numerous failuros of justico, 
are all confessed; but if a decision ad- 
verse to a government law is quoted, 
the cry of tho organ is— Grits! If . a 
business man complains that his debtors 
walk off with their plunder because 
there aro no rules of court — Grits ! If 
convicted murderers remain unexecut- 
ed — Grits ! If settlers in Nicola re- 
port that they are taxed for cattle that 
died last winter — Grits ! If they ask 
for protection of life and property— 
Grits I If a government measure is 
upset in the Supreme Court — Grits ! 
If a man dare express himself un- 
favorably to the perpetuation of so dis- 
astrous a condition of affairs — Grits 1 
It won't do. That bugaboo air has 
been played out since last election and 
the people who were frightened by it 
then dou't scare worth a cent now. What 
they have a right to look for is an ex- 
planation and dofonce of the local Gov- 
ernment's policy and Acts. Wo con- 
tend that both have failed signally and 
disgrace: ully, and the Standard cries — 
Grits ! It * won't do, as the organ 
which appears to think the country, is 
settled by two classes of people — Grits 
and fools — will ascertain to its woe 
should its masters veuturo before the 
constituencies. The listof futile measures 
is growing daily, and the longer the 
government put off tho dreaded day the 
blacker and longer will be the bill of 
indictment. 

THE PLETHORA OF MONEY. 

The superabundance of capital in all 
the money-centres is being extensively 
commented upon, arid enterprises which 
offer a fairly safe moans of investment 
if ' thrown upon the market are 
eagerly snapped up by capitalists. It 
must be an awful thing when poverty 
pinches a man who has not the where- 
withal to huy a meal; and one can al- 
ways tiud sympathetic svords when a 
poorly clad and fed fellow-being yield- 
ing to the temptation of despair has- 
tens his exit from tho world. But few 
amongst us would be enabled from 
actual experience to understand or 
Bymputh.ze with the feelings of a pos- 
sessor of many thousands of pounds 
who visiti* bis banker and begs him, in 
tones broken with emotion, to provide 
him with a way to invest his idle 
capital. Scenes of this character aro 
of almost daily occurrence in London 
and Now York, and the roport of the 
directors of the Bank of British Col- 
umbia and the reduction of capital by 
the .Anglo Californian, the Nevada and 
neveral othor banks at San Frauciscb 
show that it is almost impossible to find 
employment for capital in that once 
invitiug field. To the plentitude of 
money Sir John Macdonald. owes 
much of the success that attended his 
efforts to float the syudicato scheme. 
OlH'cul advices from Europe to the 2nd 
of Septembei state the amount of gold 
then on hand in the Bank of England 
to be £28,667,000; in the Bank of 
France, £6 , 0,7b'2,00U; in the Bank of 
Germany, £27,433,000. These enor- 
mous atnountB are being "constantly ap- 
preciated, and capitalists are in a state 
of miud bordering on despair at the 
gloomy prospects and the low ratos 
of interest that obtain.

The 
fact that ho is of French origin and lias 
written in tho languages of Lamartinp 
and Bossuet rather onliances the honor 
which his triumph has brought upon 
tho Canadian name, as extending it in 
quarters where the renown of an Eng- 
lish author would never have ponetrat- 
cd. Wo can assure Mr. Frechotte of 
tho shjeero congratulations of his fellow- 
countrymen of English origin. All of 
them who know tho facts havo long ac- 
knowledged that the French-Canadians 
havo surpassed thorn in tho realms of 
polite literaturo, and thoso that have 
not done so must bo convinced by this 
signal triumph. This event will givo 
a now impulse to Fronoh literaturo in 
Canada, while at the same time it will 
tend to increase intellectual intorcour.se 
between this country and France.

October 5th, 1880. 
Bp. pe.rU, Charles Hay ward and Sarah 
Haywarcl, his wife, vs. Colin C, Macken- 
zie, Robert Williams and A. R. Greou, 
superintendent and examiners of candi- 
dates for teachers in tho public schools, 
under chap. 30, "Public School Act, 
1879." 

This is an application ex parte on behalf 
of the abovenamert complainants for a 
rule calling upon the abovonamod de- 
fendants to show causo why a niandamuH 
should not issue directing (hem to grant 
under tho " Public School Act, 1870," a 
certificate of qualification as a teacher to 
Mrs. Sarah Hay ward, one of tho above- 
named complainants. 

Ab affecting public education, and tho 
construction of tho how School Act, tho 
question is of publio importance. By the 
act of 1879 all tho previous school acts 
were repealed, and, it new system, differ- 
ing in many - and " important particulars 
from the former acts, inaugurated. Mrs. 
Hayward slates iri'her affidavit that she 
had been principal of tho girls' dopart- 
lnohVpfitho public school at Victoria from 

■ •August,' 1872, to July, ! 1880. That on 
tho 4th of Novombor, 1879, sho roceivod 
a notico from the abovonamed defendant 
Mackonzio, as superintendent of educa- 
tion, cancolling all certificates of qualifi- 
cation as a public school teacher in British 
Columbia she then held. That no reason 
for such cancellation was assigned. 
That, the two defendants were duly ap- 
pointed by tho government to conduct 
with the superintendent the examination of 
teachers under the now act, at which ex- 
amination, held, in July last, sho became 
a candidate. That sho observod all tho rules 
provided in respoct of such examination, 
and believes that her answers to all ques- 
tions propounded entitlod her to obtain a 
1st class grado B certificate. That Bhe 
had held a first-class A cortificato since 
1874, which wa3 in, no way revoked other- 
wise than by the said Iotter of November 
4th, 1879. That 'three weeks after tho 
examination in July, namely, on tho 31st, 
sho received from defendant Mackonzio a 
noto requesting her to attend at the edu- 
cation office on that day, which bIio did. 
That he informed her sho had done ro- 
niarkably well, and requested her to work 
over again one of tho questions on each 
subject, to which she replied, "Why do 
you ask me to work over again what I 
have alroady done remarkably well 1" Sho 
was then informed by the other defendant, 
Williams, that her papora wore not quite 
satisfactory, nor wero tho papers of the 
other candidates, but it was assignod as a 
reason for asking her and not the others 
to pasa u second examination Unit they 
wanted to give her a chance. This sho 
declined to accept, stating sho wanted no 
favor, but preferred being dealt with as 
were the other candidates. After leaving 
on the same day she received from the 
other defendant, A. R. Oreon, anotethat 
"her papers in ouclid and algebra not 
having proved satisfactory, the Board 
proposed that she, should work out two 

• questions or problems on each subject 
similar to thoso on tho cxam./iation pa- 
pers," to which request she promptly de- 
clined to accodo " as tho rosult of tho ex- 
amination alroady passed was yet in abey- 
ance," at the samo timo requesting to 
know in what particulars her papors wero 
deemed unsatisfactory. To this sho re- 
ceived a reply which must be givon in ex- 
ttnso: — 

Education Oitice, 

' August 4th, 1880. 

Madam, — In reply to your lottor of tho 
2nd July, in. which you beg to be inform- 
ed in what particulars your papers aro 
deemed unsatisfactory, we bog to stato 
that aftor a caroful perusal of thorn we 
are not sufficiently satisfied in our minds 
bo as to sign your certificate. 

Bo tho grounds of our dissatisfaction 
what they may, wo offorodyou an apparent- 
ly vory easy method of removing thorn— 
that is, wo required you to answer again 
one question in algebra and ouclid respect- 
ively which you had in your papors alrea- 
dy answered correctly. This fair propo- 
sition you declined. .-■ 

After you had returned to your homo 
this was a proposal wliich wo could not 
repeat ; nnd, thoroforo, ns a BecoiuV effort 



to remove our want of satisfaction, we 
proposed that you should answer two 
questions in algebra and ouclid, respect- 
ively, perfectly similar to those which you 
had in your papers workod out correctly. 

This, also, you refused to do, and con- 
sequently, ourfoeling of dissatisfaction not 
having been removed, wo do not feel war- 
ranted in signing any certificate in your 
favor. 

Pormit mo to remind you that the ox- 
aminors hav<? grave duties to perforin to 
tho public, duties to tho other candidates 
and duties to thomselves, and this sorious 
feeling of responsibility has guided all our 
actions. 

Your obedknt servants, 
Tho Board of Examiners, 
Por Robert Williams. 
Mrs. Hayward, Vancouver streot. 
Her affidavit then furthor states that 
Rule 9 of tho regulations forbids any 
alteration in answers aftor being onco 
handed in ; that sho had appliod to tho 
oxaminors for the number of tho marks 
sho had obtained, but without offoct. 
That sho noithor gave or received assist- 
ance during tho examination, and bolioves 
that if tho oxaminors would produce hor 
papers thoy would show sho was entitled 
to a certificate That the defendant Mac- 
kenzie, prior to tho examination, had ex- 
pressed and exhibited hostility to her. 
That sho holds a certificate from tho 
Council of Education in England, and had 
boon engaged in teaching for '.'0 years. 

Charles Hayward states that tho num- 
ber which designated his wife at tho ex- 
amination was "49," and that on about 
tho 30th July on enquiring of dofendant 
Greon as to the result of tho examination 
and telling him his wifo's number, Oroen 
said, "That number has successfully pass- 
ed," or words to that effect. 

Now, unanswered tho facts as here dis- 
closod indicate much that in tho public 
interests ought to bo explained. The 
statements of the defendants aro irrecon- 
cilable to sonio extent with oach other 
and altogether with tho statement mado 
to Mr. Charles Hayward as detailed by 
him, while tho professed desire to offer 
Mm. Hayward a chance not equally ex- 
tended to the other rojocted candidates 
wss unfair ami improper. 

In tho discharge of an official duty im- 
posed on public officers such as this ex- 
amination is, tho very objoct of indicat- 
ing tho candidates by numbers is to pro- 
vont personal influence or partiality ; and 
howoYor croditablo to good fooling, it was 
a departure from good sonso, if Mrs. Hay- 
ward's examination was unsatisfactory, to 
havo any discussion with her on the sub- 
joct furthor than the simple announcement 
that No. 49 had not passed — if sho stated 
that to bo her number. A spirited woman 
who believed sho has boon wronged will 
not bo put off with soft words. 

But whothor absolutely correct or in- 
correct as to the facts stated, the quest ion 
is whether under tho Act tho Court has 
any power to intorfero. That dopends 
upon whothor the granting the certificate 
of qualification is purely a mattor of dis- 
cretion with tho examiners; or whether 
tho Act imposes on them the obligation of 
granting a certificate, assuming tho testi- 
monials of character, etc., to be satisfac- 
tory, and the othor conditions roquired by 
tho Act and .regulations under it to havo 
beon complied with, if tho questions pro- 
posed aro answered in such a way by tho 
candidato as to obtain the propor nuiubor 
of marks according to the scale promul- 
gated under tho statute; If tho latter ho 
tho correct construction the rule must bo 
granted; if the former, it must bo refus- 
ed. In a word, doos a legal right accrue 
on production of sufficient testimonials, 



titled to a certificate, etc., and it goos on 
not that he shall have no indemnity un- 
less ho gets his certificate — but it enacts 
in expressed terms that he shall bo entitl- 
ed to a certificate. These words, he con- 
siders, oxpross — if the facts exist — a clear 
legal right to tho cortiScato, and conso- 
quontly tho granting it becomes an obli- 
gation on — not a discretion — with tho 
commissioners. 

It is to bo remembered that tho an- 
swers in that case wero as to tho facts 
which constituted a crime by witness, of 
which he himself thereby affords the tes- 
timony, and as ho is not bound in law to 
criminato himself this provision in tho 
statuto constitutes an exemption from tho 
consequences of tho crime — to which 
otherwise tho witness would be liablo. The 
exemption is tho inducement and tho pro- 
tection at tho samo tune. What, then, 
aro the words of tho School Act, section 
8, on tho subject of examinations. Tho 
Lieut. Governor in Council shall havo 
powor "to appoint two examiners at such 
remuneration as ho shall think fit, who 
together with the Superintendent of Edu 
cation, shall examine teachers and grant 
certificates of qualification" (1st class, 
good for 4 years, 2nd for throo years, 3rd 
for ono year, aftor thoir rospectivo dates) 
and "every such certificate of qualification 
shall bo signed by tho Superintendent of 
Education, and by at least ono of tho 
two aforesaid examiners, and shall be 
courter-signod by tho Provincial Secre- 
tary ; but no such certificate shall bo 
givon to any toachor who doos not furnish 
satisfactory proof of good moral character. 

What is tho duty of tho Superinten- 
dent on this subject ? By section 9, sub 
section 13, "To prepare suitable forms 
and to give such instructions ns he may 
judge necessary and propor for making 
all roports — ami conducting all proceedings 
tinder this Act, and to causo tho same, 
with such general regulations as may bo 
approved of by the Liout. Governor in 
Council for the hotter organization and 
government of tho Public Schools, to bo 
transmitted to the ofticors required to 
execute the provisions of this Act." 

This seems to bo all in tho Act bearing 
on the examination of candidates for 
teachers. Pursuant to this powor under 
tho 13th sub-section, tho superintendent 
promulgated "Regulations for tho exam- 
inations of public school toachers in tho 
province of British Columbia for tho year 
1880," which wero approved by the Laout.- 
Govornor on tho 22nd May, and 13th 
Nov., 1879, (annual report, oOtn Nov., 
1879.) Thoy wero therefore in force at the 
examination in July, 1880, 

Theso rules point out with niinutoness 
the dotails to bo followed by tho candi- 
dates: 

1st. Tho time and place of tho examina- 
tion of tho candidates. 

2nd. Tho notices and testimonials thoy 
must givo and produce 

3rd. The rulos to bo observed during 
tho examination. 

4th. General conditions as to proof of 
temperate habits and good moral charac- 
ter and as to age. 

5th. Certificates of qualification, thoir 
grades. 

Cth. The value and duration of tho cer- 
tificates. 

7th. The subjects of examination for 
2nd and 3rd class certificates. 

8th. Ditto for 1st class grado B certifi- 
cate. 

9th. Ditto for 1st class grade A certifi- 
cate. 

10th. The. conditions of obtaining certi- 
ficates, that is, as to the percentage of 
marks the candidates must obtain. 
11th. The fixed standard marks of value 



compliance with conditions and answering | attached to the subjects of examination. 



tho questions correctly ? Or docs not 
thore still remain upon tho whole exam- 
ination a discretion to bo exercised as to 
whothor or not the certificate should bo 
granted 1 

The certificate when granted gives no 
school, no appointment in a school; it 
simply conforB a privilege— -namely, tho 
enabling the grantee of a certificate of 
qualification to bo selected by tho trustees 
of some school district under the School 
Act, when ono has boon, or ma)' at any 
timo bo, established under tho Act, the 
discretion of solection and appointment 
being with the trustees, out of tho teach- 
ers having certificates of qualification, un- 
der soctions 33 and 34. 

Tho law as to the exerciso of a discre- 
tion conferred on public officers by statute 
lias boon so fully discussed and acted upon 
in a late caso in this Court that it is un- 
necessary horo to repeat the doctrine; but 
whether a discretion or an obligation re- 
sulting from a certain stato of facts, lias 
nowhere, that T am aware of, been more 
clearly put than in the Queen vs. Prico — 
oxparto Lovibond, 6 L. R. Rep., Q. B. 411. 
In that case the Corrupt Practices Pre- 
vention Act (Imperial) 20 it 27 Vic, c. 29 
s. 7, provided that where a witness answer- 
ed every question put to him relative to 
corrupt practices at parliamentary elec- 
tions, tho answers to which would crimi- 
nato or tend to criminato him, ho should 
receive what might be termed a certificate 
of protection, and tho question was whe- 
thor, having answered, he was not entitl- 



\ttention must be called to tho follow 
ing condition embodied in ono of thoso 
rules : 

"Detection in tho broach of theso rules 
will rendor the candidate liablo not only 
to tho loss of the whole examination then 
in progress, but also to the withdrawal or 
forfeiture of his certificate at any time 
afterwards should tho discovory bo then 
made that theso rules have boon broken 
by him." 

It is difficult to conceive tho object of 
all this minuteness of detail, even provid- 
ing for a subsequent forfeiture, if, assum- 
ing compliance with all that has been ro- 
quired, no right accrues and no obliga- 
tion exists It may be laid down as a 
clear legal principlo that whon tho legisla- 
ture by statuto attaches a grant to tho 
performance of certain conditions, thon on 
the performance of thoso conditions tho 
concession of the grant becomes obliga- 
tory on the officers appointed to carry- 
out the statute and not a matter of dis- 
cretion. 

•If tho act oh tho subject of the exam- 
ination of the candidates wore limited to 
tho sub-sect. 1, soct. 8, abovo quotod, it 
might bo well assumed that it was a mere 
personal descrction the exorcise of which, 
though it could bo onforccd by manda- 
mus, could not be directod or oven ques- 
tioned as to its course; but whon under 
and by virtue of tho powers given by the 
same act it is made tho duty of tho super- 
intendent to make and promulgate the 
regulations and mode by which the act in 



od; and the Court there hold that that j this respoct is to bo carried out, subject 



stato of facts constituted a logal obligation 
and not a discretion. Blackburn, j., puts 
it very simply: " When a discretion is 
given to a body of persons who are to ex- 
ercise it, though this Court can compel by 
mandamus the exerciso of that discretion, 
it never can require it oxercised in a par- 
ticular way; therefore, whonover it is a 
mattor of discretion, all we can do is to 
compel the officer to take tho matter into 
consideration and decide upon it. But 
when she Common Law or tho Lcgislatur 



to the approval of tho Liout. -Governor in 
Council, and thoso regulations are made 
and approved of, they become, as I think, 
correctly and legally expressed by this 
court on a similar point in tho judgment 
in Pamphlett vs. Irving on 20th August 
last as if they wero embodied in the 
original stati-to and are as imperative as 
any other part of tho statute. " 

With this principlo in view work out the 
problem: By tho British Columbialnterpro- 
tation of Statutes Act, 1872, tho word 



has cast on a person the obligation, where i "shall" is to bo construed as imperative; 
certain facts exist, not to form his opinion "may" as permissive. Bv tho School Act, 



or exerciso a discretion, but to do a cer- 
tain thing, thon no doubt there is a pre- 
liminary enquiry whether thoso facts 
exist; and no doubt the person called 
upon to perform tho obligation must to 
some oxtent exerciso common sense and 
see whether tho facts do exist. If tho 
facts exist wo havo then rho powor to issuo 
a peremptory mandamus ordering tho per- 
son to do the thing which tho law makes 
it incumbent on him to do." The learnod 
Judgo thon proceeds to illustrate by 
means of tho two Acts bearing on the sub- 
ject what words givo a discretion or con- 
stitute tho obligation. The first Statuto 
15 & 16 Vic, c. 57, sec. 9, said: "Evory 
person who givoB evidence before tho 
Commissioners, &c., and who upon such 
examination makes a true discovery to 
tho best of liiB knowledge, &c. , Ac, shall 
bo freed from all penal actions and crimi- 
nal prosecutions;" and then by another 
soction ho should not bo indemnified un- 
less he received a certificate from tho 
Commissioners that ho had made a full 
disclosure. Thoso words, tho lenrned 
Judge thought, gavo a discretion, 
and all tho Court could do was to 
compel its exerciso. The second or 
amending statute, 20 and 27 Vic. c. 29, 
repealed tho sections just quoted, and 
passed a now section, using different 
words. Instead of providing, says tho 
loarnod Judge, that it shall bo a full dis- 
closure of all tho witness knew, ect., it 
enacts that if ho is asked quostions the 
answers to which fond to criminate him 
and ho does answor thorn, ho shall bo en- 



1879, it is made tho duty of the super- 
intendent to mako regulations to bo 
approved of by tho Lieut. Governor in Coun- 
cil for conducting proceedings under the 
Act, ono of the proceeding being for tho 
examination of candidates for toachers; 
and tho section as to tho appointment and 
duty of the examiners is that they "shaH"ox- 
aminc and grant certificates of qualification 
Thon taxing the wholo scopo and object of 
tho Public School Act of 1879, and read- 
ing it by tho light of the luminoim judg- 
ment in tho Queen vs. Price, can it bo 
said no right has accrued to the candi- 
date, and that no obligation exists on 
tho part of the examiners, when the 
requirements of tho Act have been com- 
plied with by the candidate? By de- 
fining tho conditions the legislature deter- 
mined the question. I think both tho 
right has accrued and tho obligation ex- 
ists. Surely it then bocomo3 a right — a 
legal right — to see whothor the examiners 
havo dono what the law required of 
thorn. If tho law says to a porson: 
If you produce testimonials of charactor 
and conduct, comply with tho regulations 
and establish your compotency by an ex- 
amination according to the mode and 
form pointed out, you will bo entitled to 
a certificate of qualification which " will 
enable jou to be soloctod by the trusteos 
of a school district undor which you -will 
bo renuraerated by compensation' from 
the public funds, and without such certifi- 
cate you cannot bo so selected, and the 
personaddresaed does so,arenot those facts, 
and knot tho position, bo far as a legal 



right accrues, analogous to the ease of th 
man to .whom the law pays: If you will an 
swer certain questions which might eriiu 
inate you you shall be exempt from tho 
punishment' for tho crime, and he doos 
answer! The only difference is in this 
ture of tho benefit conferred, not in the 
right to the benefit, what ever it - may be 
The Queen against Price says in that 
case ho is entitled to his certificate of ex- 
emption j and so here, if all is right, tho 
candidate must be entitled to tho cortili 
cato of qualification. 

But to ' find out whether all 
right is tho object of tho pro 
sent application. The examiners are 
not at all concluded by the statements of 
tho applicants— or even by thoir own lot 
ters. Thoy havo the amplest opportunity 
of stating tho facts and assigning their 
reasons. This application calls upon them 
to show causo why they should not grant 
a cortificato of qualification to Mrs. Hay 
ward, and, I think the law in its bearing 
in this respoct is most conducive to the 
public interests. Tho conducting a sys- 
tom of public education, supported by tho 
public funds, should bo above the possi- 
bility of suspicion of being governed by 
aught but the purest motives. Onco 
taintod, oven in the view of a small por- 
tion of tho community, with tho reputa- 
tion of being personally or partially ad- 
ministered, and its usefulness is gone. 

I think there is quite ono ugh in thi3 
caso to entitlo tho applicant to a rule call- 
ing upon the examiners, as public of- 
ficers appointed undor a statute, to show 
causo why a mandamus should not issuo 
directing thorn to grant Mrs. Hayward r. 
cortificato of qualification under tho Pub- 
lic School Act, 1879, with a view that 
tho mattor may bo put in a train for furth- 
er adjudication. 

It is an old saying that history ropoats 
itsolf. A little ovor 100 years ago in Eng- 
land, No. 45, North Breton (Wilkes) near- 
ly revolutionized a kingdom and drovo a 
monarch mad. What No. 49 may do timo 
alono will tell.
